vited trouble for themselves 
of one kind or another, in 
the last election, Colorado 
seems to have snarled her- 
self up most effectively.

amendment 


for an old age pension sys- 
tem, 
adopted hy a big ma- 


jority and 
supported 
by 


both parties. That amend- 
ment provides a pension of 
$45 to $200 a month for 
all people over 60 years of 
age, whether they need it 
or not. 


The present 
outlook 


that it will cost the state 
330,000,000 a year. That 
is about half the value of 
all agricultural production, 
both crops and livestock. It 
seems a tax of nearly $30 a 
year for every man, woman 
and child in the state. 


And it is inexorable. The 


amendment

The world will be 
a better place when invent- 
ors can give all their genius 
to such inventions and none 
to weapons of war.

wish them to discuss. In the to- 
talitarian state there will be only 
one party. An opposition party will 
not bo tolerated. 
"Our Baptist people know how 


Jo surrender their personal liber 
ty to the extent that the public 
welfare may really require it; but 
they move cautiously. We are a 
liberty loving people. May we nev- 
er surrender our historic leader- 
ship in obtaining and preserving 
the liberty of every man to wor- 
ship God according to the dictates 
of his own conscious."

958,021 white and negro Baptists 
in the South, was welcomed by 
Governor Richard Leche and Fi- 
nance Commissioner Jess Cave of 
Nov.- Orleans.

—(#)—The house apropria- 
tions committee approved a 
?116,871,265 appropriation 
tot'ay for the interior de- 
partment during 1938. 


The committee's $5,773,- 


997 cut under the depart- 
ment's appropriation for the cur- 
rent year, represented the biggest 
reduction below current funds in 
any measure on which the com- 
mittee has acted this session. 


The total was 
$4,741,340 
less 
than the budget bureau recom- 
mended. 


The last of the nine regular ap- 


propriation 
measures 
supplying 


funds for next year's government- 
al operations, the measure raised 
the totnl 
for 
departments 
and 


agencies to $4,668,000,000. 


The committee recommended $9,- 


655.080 for 
vocational education, 


yielding to demands of half 
a 


hundred congressman for a sub- 
ftnntiiil increase over $5,329,060 ap- 
proved by tho budget bureau. 


In addition to the $115,871,265 


carried in the bill, the committee 
estimated $21,310,040 would be ex- 
pended during the 1938 year, which 
begins July 1, in permanent an- 
nual npropritxtions and trust ac- 
counts for which further congres- 
sional action is unnecessary. Dur- 
ing the current year such expen- 
ditures were $23,056,540. 


The committee aproved $40,981.- 


600 for reclamation, representing 
a $14,707,000 reduction under the 
present appropriation and $4,200,- 
000 under the budget estimate.
